Hesketh Bell, G. C. MiG. who in 
1914 resigned the ‘Govérnorship of 
Mauritius which he had hgld from 
1915, He left here for Manila by 
the s.s, ‘President Cleveland « over 
the weck-end: 7 

Sir Hesketh Bell entered “the 
Colonial Civil Service in 1883 and 
held various juntor appointments | 
in the West ‘Indies until 1889, 
when he was. ‘transferred to the’ 
Gold Coast, being made. Chief As- 
sistant Treasurer in 1891. ie Hig! 
aext appointment waa /that of 
Receiver General of the Bahamas, 
whilst from 1899 to 1905 he was 
Administrator of DominIéa, where 
he was chiefly. engaged in the 
development of the interior of the 
island by the construction ‘of 
roads: and the attracting of British 
settlers. He also devised a pro- 
ject for inguranee. aga) nst damage 
by hurricanes which was udapted. 
by Lloyd’s and has Since assumed 
large proportions not only in the 
West Indies, but also in the East. 

In 1905, Sir Hesketh Bell wea 
appointed Commissioner of ‘Ugan- 
da, and in 1907 he was made the

Here he’ developed 
cotten . industry,. intro- 
duced moter transport, and 
devised and carried out measures 
for the suppression ‘of sleeping 
sickness. For ‘his special services 
in Uganda he was created a K.

‘The fact that the medical ser- 
vices of this. ‘country ‘are upon: the 
black list of the Association was 
brought: cut recently when the 
Singapore Municipality confessed 
that they kad been unable to get 
an Assistant Health Officer at the 
salary advertised, and had been 
forced to add on another $150 per 
month bfore the bait proved suf- 
ficiently attractive: There is un-- 
doubtedly a great ‘shortage’ of 
Government doctors in Malaya, 
where, th British Medical Jourzal 
tells us, “chaos prevails in the 
medical services.” ~The. position 
is not as bad as all that, but it is 
very diflcult to get men -to come 


‘out at the salary offered, and it. 


would seem as though some‘misre- 
presentation of conditions: in ‘the 
past has given this country a bad 
name with the medical profession.

..Whatever may be our difficulties 
in regard to doctors, however, 
Singapore now claims to have the 
finest. hospital east -of Gibraltar. 
That boast might be disputed by 
the Reckefeller institution. in 
Peking or.the. new hospital at 
Cairo, or some of the Japanese 
hospitals, but the Singapore hos- 
pital certainly is a magnificent 
building, and ‘the last “word in 
tropical hospital accommodation.

Jopment, Society for the past few 
years. -The yearly interest is 
$770,000, and. is to be paid .semi- 
annually, "According. to the 
contract Lotwoon the parties when 
the ‘money was, borrowed, ‘the 
Japanese Sovisty. has the’ tight to 
govern the railway administration 
if the railway company fail, fur 
times .to. pay _ the interest 
but the report says that the 
‘company’ still owes some $1,- 
400,000 interest. besides the 
$150,000 paid last year (Chin- 
eso), Furthormore, it says in the 
contract.that a sum of $1,000,000 
should, be ‘returned by tha 15th 
‘year of the Ropublic,' and should 
the company fail to keep‘its pro- 
mise, the Society’ would put ‘the 
phrase “to govern the - railway 
administration” ‘into practice. 
Judging by the. railway's present 
condition—poor-as it can be—in 
spite of the changes made by the 
new manager, Chow Ji-kuéi, the 
company is now in a position in 
which it finds it impossible to pay 
back any money, It has-no assets 
whatsoever. How will it be pos- 
siblo for the company topay back 
some-$3,000,000. which in due this 
year? “At present, there seem to 
be only two ways of settling this 
question: (1) to contract: new 
debts in order to-pay the old ones, 
and (2) let‘the Japanese Society 
come to govern the railway ad- 
ministration, There came a 
Japanese representative of the 
Society, to see the manager, Chow, 
and the chief accountant, Kung 
Hsia-hse.
